Chinas Theatrical. 


The Park.—Notwithstanding the very equivocal reception of the new farce of 
“ The Irish Lion”’ on its first representation last week, Power seems determined 
to push it. Itis quite the most commonplace production we have seen from 
BucksTong’s pen, and however successful it may have been abroad, the Park au- 
dience certainly regard it as below mediocrity. On Tuesday was produced a new 
farce, still more stupid, if possible; it was written, as the bills say, “by J. H. 
Reynoips, Es4., expressly for Mr. Power,” and is called ‘‘ Confounded Fo- 
reigners.”’ A “confounded” poor thing it is. Lieut. Phelan, the principal cha- 
racter, is sustained by Power, and affords little scope for the inimitable humor and 
spirit which characterise his personations generally. There is one redeeming fea- 
ture in The Irish Lion, in a single scene of which Power, as Tom Moore, the 
Irish journeyman tailor, is supremely great ; “all the rest is leather and prunella.” 

Ample amends, however, were made on Thursday for whatever bad and indif- 
ferent pieces Power may have ever introduced to his audiences on this side of the 
Atlantic. We refer to the “original, serio, comic, romantic drama in three acts, 
called ‘ Rory O’ More,’ written expressly for Mr. Power by Samuet Lover, Esq.,” 
the celebrated author of Legends of Ireland, etc. Mr. Lover has contrived to in- 
troduce in his drama every striking incident, story, and song contained in his 
amusing novel of Rory O’More, and we conceive it, as a whole, quite the most 
racy, mirth-provoking drama Power has ever produced. The genius and sterling 
humor of the author are admirably illustrated by Power and Pracipe, in the two 
principal characters, and we do not remember to have seen either to greater advan- 
tage. ‘The house was ina perpetual roar of laughter frum the rise to the fall of 
the curtain. 

The novel of Rory O’More has been so universally read, that no detail of the 
plot or business of the drama is required. It was produced with new scenery, ma- 
chinery, ete., and went off with the utmost eclat. Cuippenpate’s Maj. Scrubbs, 
and Ricuines’ Shan Dhu, were particularly well done, and we must not forget 
the Kathleen of Mrs. Ricnarpson, nor the Mary O'More of the pretty Mrs. 
Hucues. The piece has been given out for repetition every evening until farther 
notice. 

The National opened on Monday last, with Damon and Pythias, in which For- 
rest and Forses appeared, te a house crowded to the ceiling; Barrerr played 
in the afterpiece. ‘The three together would fill a house even larger than the 
National, which is nightly crammed. The stock company, like that at the Park, 
is “ shocking, positively shocking.”” A very clever young lady, Miss Virotnia 
Monier, is engaged te “lead the business,” and though not so pretty as Miss 
Euma Waearwey, nor so dashing or spirited an actress as ANN WaRING SEFTON, 
she is a decided acquisition. Our limits will only permit us to add, that Forrest 
and his contemporary stars are playing with a great degree of spirit, and to full 
houses. 

The Olympic.—Boorn has “done the trick” for Cuartes Tuorne, the new 
manager, and we are glad to see him “in luck,” for he is a clever fellow, ‘‘ and so 
is his wife,” as Power says. Booth has been “doing the legitimate’’ every 
night to immense houses. Poor fellow, he ought to get a new one of Dr. Scud- 
der, or murder Tom Fiywnn, for breaking his nose. What a Guy he will look as 
“the lean and hungry Cassius” with only an apology for a nose! ‘There’s one 
good thing about it, however, it will ‘ stay blowed !” 











The Franklin has received an acquisition in Tom Pracine, just returned from 
the South. Tom did not “behave pretty ” in the matter of his Mobile manage- 
ment, but he is avery clever actor tor all that, and his Pierre Coeholet in the 
“Bold Dragoons,” has not a rival on the American stage. 

The “ Mrs. Conduit” formerly engaged at the Park, and respecting whom 
‘te Woop row was excited, has been playing the very Devil and Tom Walker 
with Jouwwy Conpuit at New Orleans. John states that she has “‘ gone, hook 
and line,” leaving his bed, his board, and her boy. She, in turn, says he isof “no 
‘ccount "—that she never was married to him, and what is more, never will be. 
She has since married young De Bar, the comedian, while Miss De Bar has run

Jim Crow Rice’s new local farce of “ Penchant, or Every One to his Liking,”

‘ady, in very matter-of-fact Yankee, for “a gin cocktail!” The lady was effec- 
‘wally cured, and the piece ended, as they generally do, with a reconciliation, a 
wedding, and all that sert of thing.

Had the individuals thus held up to ridicule, or 
their friends, taken summary steps to prevent the performance, or if persisted in, 
had they even proceeded to violence, they would have been fully justified in public 
opinion. But as one of them prefers a disgraceful notoriety to none at all, and 
the only gentleman individualized thought so lightly of the atrocious insult as to 
be in attendance to witness “the deep damnation of his taking off,” the public 
cannot be expected to interest itself very deeply in the matter, or

According to “‘ The Transcript,” two of the company (Messrs 
Bannister and Green) went through “the Fancy” scene in Tom and Jerry upon 
the stage instead of Tom Cribb’s parlor, and handled their “bunches of fives” 
with a spirit and effect unsurpassed on the boards of that theatre, in despite of the 
attempts of the manager to bring the scene toa pacific close. The Transcript 
states that ‘the spectators in the pit, catching the contagion of this heroic and il- 
lustrioas example, sprung upon the stage, and took an active part in the affray, and 
for a time there were more actors on the stage, and more characters in the drama 
than were exhibited in the bills, or were intended to be introduced. After sundry 
fierce encounters, and the representation of the Red Sea on the faces of the com- 
batants, the parties pugilistic in this entertaining melo-drama were quieted and 
dispersed by the officers, who performed the last act of this new piece.” 





The Spirit of the Times stated that Madame Lecompte was still indisposed, and 
would not be able for three months to appear on the stage, in cunsequence of the 
accident which occurred to her at the Park. We are pleased to learn that she has 
entirely recovered, and is ready to re-appear whenever her services are required. 
Our managers may depend too much on Tragedy, Comedy, and Opera, and will 
find that the operatic ballet, on a splendid scale, is their best card.

Weare heartily glad to hear of Madame Lecompre’s complete recovery, and 
hope to see her at the Park as soon as an opening can be made. By the bye, 
will our friend Maj. Noau inform us what is meant by the hints conveyed in the last 
two sentences of the paragraph quoted above? A ‘cheap and nasty” weekly 
paper has, we hear, been running a muck against the Park management for 
weeks, because Madame Lecompte’s “services are not required’ now that she

Perhaps they would like the manager to break his en- 
gagement with his other stars, and make nights for her! they seem to be aiming 
at this; or would they prefer that he paid her her $100 per night, and put her 
name up with Power's—the most attractive star in the country! Pray tell us 
‘what are ye at,” any way? 

P.S. Since writing the paragraph above, we have been apprised by Mons. Lx- 
compre that he has instituted a suit against the manager of the Park for damages 
for the injuries sustained by his wife, in consequence of the machinery giving way 
during her performance of La Sylphide. His legal advisers, as well as his friends, 
are much to blame for counselling him to adopt any such proceeding. The same 
machinery had been used night after night by Madame L., and by Miss Maywoop 
and Miss WE.Ls, and was deemed perfectly secure. The idea of commencing a 
suit for damages in such a case seems to us absurd. Indeed, we are not aware if 
damages have ever been recovered in this country for unfortunate accidents of 
the kind. Miss Nexson has fallen upon the stage three or four times, and been 
hurt severely in one or two instances, but did she ever recover damages! Did 
poor old Wueattey! And Mrs. Barry, who was nearly kiiled by falling through 
a trap-door at the Park with Mr. Simpson (who had his leg broken), did she reco- 


‘ver damages? If this matter of recovering damages is so readily accomplished 
as Madame Lecompte’s legal advisers seem to have assured her, the wonder is 
that proceedings are not instituted against the owners of the ill-fated Pulaski, and 
the other owners of steamboats that have been blown up within a year or two, by 
which hundreds have been scalded or killed, and property to the amount of nearly 
a million destroyed.

MATHEWS AND HIS CHERE AMIE AGAIN.—Does the Star endorse the characters of 
Mr. Charles Mathews and Madame Charles Mathews Vestris!

THE WHISPERING HORSE TAMER. 


Me. Eptror,—The following sentence in a note of Nimrod's, in your March 
number, reminded me so forcibly of a poor horse-breaker, who lived not many 
miles froin here a few years ago, that I cannot avoid requesting room for a short 
eketch of his practice. Nimrod says, “ 1 saw a remarkable instance of the power 
and influence of the human voice over the brute creation, when | oking over the 
stables at Attre, with Count Duval.” My hero was a horse breaker, I may say, 
by birth, as were his father and grandfather before him, for he traced his genealogy 
through a long and unbroken line of srafflers, to Sullivan (they never took the O). 
rough-rider to the unfurtunate Soogaun, Earl of Desmond. Con, better known as 
The Whisperer, migrated in his youth from Kilmallock, in the county of Limerick, 
where his progenitors had dwelt since the days of the Geraldine, to the Duhallow 
country, where he was almost exclusively employed by the late Lord Doneraile, as 
is his eldest son, and heir to his secret, by the present Viscount. His fame 1s not 
eliogether confined to the narrow cirele where he exercised his miraculous powers, 
for be is honorably mentioned in the Rev. Horace Townshend's Statistical Survey 
ef the County of Cork. | cannot at present refer to the work, but as well as my 
memory serves me, Mr. Townshend states that he was on a visit to Lord Done- 
raile's, where he had ocular demonstration of the effect of Con's 6 ear-kissing ar- 
guments,” nothing short of which could have convinced him that the whispering 
was not acheat. He is also introduced by Banim in his novel, ** The Boyne Wa-

According to Nimrod, Count Duval’s power did not altogether lie in the voice, 
for he lectured his horse with * his clenched fist in his face.”’ But Sullivan, or as 
his son invariably pronounces his name, Soolivan, carefully avoided all gesticula- 
tion, and trusted entirely, as will be seen, to some combination of sounds known 
only to himself. 1 gleaned most of the particulars which { am about to detail from 
his second son, who is whipper-in to the Duhallow hounds; others I heard from 
some old members of the club, who often saw him charm, and who fully corrobo- 
rated the son's statements. His modus operandi was by a whisper, and hence his 
eognomen. He was so anxious to avoid the slightest appearance of bullying, that 
he generally walked up to the subject he was about to tame with his hands behind 
his back. So unaccountable, so magical, .was the power he instantaneously ac- 
quired over the most savage brute, that his parish priest, who had good and suffi- 
cient grounds for not believing him a saint, threatened to denounce him as a sor- 
cerer if he did not reveal his secret. But Con put his trust in Lord Doneraile, and 
defied the priest, the pope, and the devil. Unlike the Count Duvel, whose lesson 
appears to have been forgotten before the teacher was out of sight, his whisper 
made an indelible impression, and invariably brought the pupil to a degree of do- 

cility, unattainable by the usual course in months of the severest discipline. 
One of the most public and best remembered performances was on King Pepin, 
e famous racer when he would go, but that was only when he was in the vein. He 
used someiimes to get into a vicious humor, when it becaine a service of real dan- 
ger, and sometimes utterly impossible to saddle him, and fame said he had killed 
two grouis at the Curragh.

In the first place, the dun is 
branded as a pleveian, the aristocratic Arab never wearing this livery, and, a8 4 
plebian, often of the sulkiesi and most perverse disposition. Then his shape! if 
ever a hybrid between a cow and a mule were animated with the noble spirit of 
the horse, that hybrid was Lamplighter; he was goose-rumped and cat-hen m¢é, 
carryig his tail, which nearly reached the ground, well between his legs; an¢ 
then his head! ye gods! what a soap-box was spoiled! but to a judge, in the 
forehand were several redeeming qualities: the shoulder well thrown beck, the 
shortness between the knee and fetlock, which, though scarred with thorns and 
rocks, was well placed on a sound foot, shewed that there was more in the laste 
than appeared at first sight.—Such was our cavalry ; and now for a peep at the 
kootahs (dogs). 

These were a couple of very handsome fzwn-colored Arab dogs, as large 
English grey-hounds ; perhaps not shewing quite so much breeding. hut of great 
strength and power. Jn addition to these, we had a nondescript bleck devil. some 
thing like a lurcher in shape, and, though not fast enough for a fox, possessing the 
quality so unusval in a greyhound, that of scent. Black Bess by this was often 
of much use, whenever a jutting rock or thicket, in the heat of the chase, hid the 
enemy from our view. 

As the greyhound is the only dog which can be reared with success in this pat 
of India, considerable pains are taken with them, and they. often fetch high prices. 
They are of two kinds, one the smooth short-haired dog, called the Arab grey- 
hound, and often scarcély to be distinguished in shape and appearance from the 
English dog of the same description. They are usually brought from Arabia by 
horse-dealers, who visit at certain seasons this part of the country. Their price 
varies from 50 to 200 rupees, but it is customary to buy them in coup'es. The 
other kind is covered with long shaggy hair, particularly about the feet, which 's 4 
great protection to them ina rocky soil. They bear some resemblance to 'ne 
rough-cuvated Scotch deer-hound, but considerably smaller. This description 
comes from Persia; and although the Arab dog is perhaps the flecter of the tw, 
in. rough stony ground he is frequently much lacerated about the lower patt of the 
legs which afier a hard run J have often seen perfectly raw. 

I belicve the only sporting dog indigenous to India is the lygar, which comes 

from the Southern provinces, where, being of great stvenigth aa ferocity, he 19 
employed by the mountaincers of the Coimbatoor districts in hunting the bear an 
wild hog. They attach so much value toa particular breed of these dogs, that! 
is only with the greatest difficulty they can he induced to part with them. 
The polygar has anything but a handsome appearance ; he is built in 2 invch 
coarser mould than the greyhound, and is entirely denuded of hair; from this cll 
cumstance, in cold weather he looks miserable in the extreme, but is at all time? 
fierce, and often unmanageable, except by his keeper.

Highly as the Foster-father of Mr. Macready’s pulls in the Chronicle, and its 
weekly counterpart, the Examiner, has beslobbered the great tragedian s representa- 
tions of Shakspeare, he has not done full justice to his idol by announcing the still 
Lobler tiamphs he has in coutermplation. 

Mr. Macready, by a careful perusal of the great dramatist’s productions, and an 
elaborate collation of the various editions in which they have appeared, has suc- 
ceeded at last in restoring the bard of Avon to his pristine integrity, both in text 
and spirit. Morality also has been the object of his care, and his exertions have 
nobly resulted in purifying some passages that have hitherto been considered ob- 
yectionable on the grounds of profanity and indelicacy. ‘This it is, oh public, to 
have a middle-aged manager that feels and “honyrs” Shakspeare—not that his 
‘‘honors,’’ by the way, do not strike us sometimes ra‘her im the light of ‘ odd 
tricks’ upon the spirit of the original, but let that pass—Shukspeare 2s honored 
by the theatrical Marcellus, and * his days will be long in the laud,” too, if Mac 
lives and has his crave to the end of its tether. ‘It 1s a wondrous ghost that lets 
us tell you,’ and here be proofs. 

Othello and Desdemona, henceforward, are to appear with only oneeye! A 
deep and profound meditation, Mac says, has convinced him-—so help him God !— 
that neither the Moor, nor ‘the gentle lady married to the Moor,” could have had 
the usual allowance extended to other people—Shakspeare evidently intending to 
prove that his genins could raise a sympathy even towards persons in whose per- 





bility. Every allusion to the black warrior, Mac says, especially from Tago, who 
inay be supposed to feel more spite towards him than any of the other characters, 
bears pointedly, almost indelicately, upon this great disfigurement. ‘* Wear your 
eye thus,”’ cries the ane: ont in one scene. 
* Look to her, Moor, have a quick eye to sce,” 
advises Brabantio in another. The defect Mr. Mac, moreover, conceives to have 
been hereditary, Othello expressly limiting his father’s visual organs to the singu-: 
lar number, when fe tells Desdemona that the Spitalfields handkerchief which 
‘‘an Egyptian to bis mother gave " was accompanied by a threat that 
“Tf she lost it, 

Or made a gift of it, nis father’s eye 

Should bold her Jothly.” 

Hence, he conceives, the congenial deformity in Desdemona excited in him an 
increased ardor and affection upon the principle, simile simili gaudet. ‘ Make it 
a darling like your precious eye,” he says to her, alluding to the handkerchief -the 
characteristic * precious” evidently reminding her that it received an additional 
value from the fact.of its being her only one. Jago also restricts his enloziums to 
her solitary peeper,—* What an eye she has,”—* An inviting eye,""—mark, only 
un eye—* And yet methinks right modest,” chastely responds Cassio; and to 
give the crowning stroke to the deformity, Emilia, when she upbraids the ** Gene- 
ral’ Evans of Cyprus, cut in ebony, for the barbarous assassination of her indal- 
gent mistress, distinctly apostrophises her as ‘the sweetest innocent that e’er did 
lift up eye.” In connection with this subject, friend Mac wishes to draw the atten- 
tion of the curious to a singular and almost incredible custom observed by the Cy- 
prus people on occasions of triuinph and rejoicing, in actually casting their eyes 
out of their heads to testify the intensity of their felicity. He has heard, he says, 
of the fine gentlemen of the time of Charles Il. tearing their perukes from their 
craniums to fling them iato the fire in honor of some “ toast”’ of the day, ** when 
finshed with youth, with folly, and with wine,” but the sacrifice implied by Mon- 
tano's proposition, in celebration of Othello's: return from the Ottoman conquest, 
when he cries to “ first, second, and third gentleman,’’— 

‘« Let’s to the sea-side, ho! 
As well to see thé vessel that’s come in 
As to throw out our eyes for brave Othello,” 

surpasses the most fanatic, mad-brained ebullition ever dreamt of by human ex- 
travagance. ‘* Throw out their eyes!” cried the theatrical Augustus, In @ parox- 
ysm of middle-aged enihusiasin, * gracious heavens, what dewented profligacy and 
profusion ; where could they possibly get new ones! I love and honor Shakspeare 
as outrageously as any man, but [ must not, i cannot, [ will not desecrate my 
voards by the impersonation of such barbarities as these—therefore, take your 
yaste-brash, Foster, and stick a rider over the pissage ; its worse than ‘ gouging 
in Kentucky, [ vow and purtest !" Foster re-perused the passage carefully for two 
ininutes in order to get it by heait, and then, like the recording angel in Sterne, 
‘dubbed bis paste-brush upon it, and blotted it out for ever.” — Sit ili terra levis 

The slightest tinge or inkling of indelicacy, as we have said before, in the great 
naster’s productions has been Instantly discountenanced by Mr. Macready. “ Wa: 
'o the scissars " has been the cry, and out has gone the paw-paw passage in a jif 
fey, or else it has been carefully mouided into harmlessness by a reading of thi 
text ; thus in the final scene of O:hello for instance, the Moor cries to the people 
guarding the door of the chamber in which he has destroyed Desdemona— 

* Look in upon :ne, then, and speak with me, 
Or naked as [ am [ will assault thee.”’ 

To represent this passage in its literal integrity, Wr. M. justly observes, maugre 
he absurdity and Lupropriety of Othello’siarviting Ui d-ancts persone to * low 

n upon tim,” in the very sa ne breath with which he annosnces himself to be on 

a state tiat would render complisnce to a delicato mind an act of horror aud d.s- 








gust, would be to degra te the diama instead of raising it; he has therefure moved 
au amendment, which was ably seconded by “boots” Foster, that Ochello shall 
appear in his morning attire enly, as if he had just begun to dress himseli om 
rising from bed, and the passage will then stand— 


‘* Look in upon me, then, and speak with me, 
Or in my shirt and drawers I will assault thee !” 


This is, indeed, a noble redemption of the text from its former grossness, a 
vindication of the designs of Mr. Macready trom any further suspicion of egotism — 
or pedantic foolery. Long may he be spared 10 * elevate and surprise,’ like a 
second Bays, the eyes and hearts of his adoring countrymen, “together with 





their amiable, lovely, and illustrious ladies,” as the late lamented Simpson would 
‘have said, and equally long may these countrymen, with “their amiable,” &e. 
ladies be spared to render Easter Monday and * boxing night” as profitable to his 
_ treasury as the Foster-ing and ‘Talfourdite pufleries are likely to prove the reverse. 


“The pufls that slobber us sometimes are our trouble.” 

In the “artistical”’ minuue of the scene, and *\a nice derangement,” as Mra. 
Malaprop would say, of the properties’ our histrionic benefactor has not been lese 
discritmmating. Several new features—minute, though important, are how to be 
introduced. ‘The oversight that hao hitherto been committed in the mere passive 
invocation by Lady Macbeth, of the spirituous inspiration that is to nerve her for 
the fatal ** progging”” at Duncan, will no louger be allowed to expose us to the 
criticism and raillery of foreign nations. An an ique sideboard will be introduced 
upon the stage, supporting an equally antique liquor stand, containing the cardi- 
nal cordials, with thsile glasses to match; so that when her ladyship ejaculates, 

** Come, come, you spira/s, 
That tend on mortal thoughts, unsex me here,” &c. 
the desired supply may not be wanting. From the wish extending to an absolute 
“unsexing ” of herseif, her ladyships potations may be represented as pretty 
deep, though of course not so inurdivately copious as to o'erstep the modesty of 
nature by arriving at absolute intoxication. Indeed, she herself expressly speei- 
fies the limits of her debauch in the very next scene, by contrasung is effects 
upon herself with those pioduced by the sume indulgence on the part of her be 
muddled domestics :— 
‘That which hath quenched them hath given me fire.” 


A half-pint tambler may, therefore, reasonably be supposed as affording a correet 
criterion of her ladysiup’s libaions—whiskey, of course, from the national pre- 
possession, receiving the honor of her patriotic selection. Bright days are indeed 
opening for the interests and glories of the drama, under an ardor aud intelligence 
such as this. ‘The very call-boy will be chastened and elevated by its influence— 
perhaps even the candie-snuffer! Who knows! 
, ** Why, that we cannot tell, says we, 
But ‘us a possibility.” 

Hamlet is the next subject upon which our hero has tried his hand, and a whole 
paddock of laurels must be the reward of his exertions. The introduction of the 
ghos: as a mere ordinary mau in armour, with no other contrast to the rest of the 
performers but such as the pallid and sickly hue imparted to his features by the 
discipline of the flour-dredger is calculated to produce, is, in the Macreadiam 
judgment, an outrageous departure from the spirit of surgery and versimilitude. 
Whenever ghosis have been introduced, either in sacred or projane instances their 
appearance at the ume of death has been that in which they have chosen to pre- 
sent themselves befure mortal organs. How, then, asks Mac, can Hamlet's father 
be truly represented as an unscurvy-faced, common skinned man, when he ex- 
pressly tells his son the consequence of h.s_ brother's pouring the cursed hebenom 
into his ear was— 

‘That a most instant tetter bark'd about 

Most lazar-like, with vile and loathsome crust, 

All his smooth body.” 

*Shakspeare shall be vindicated nobly ; Ill have the ‘tetter’ back again, by 
G—, and Foster shall consult Cullum on Cutaneous ‘ Diseases,’ that we may 
have wtto the life—avye, and I'll get up the ‘vile and Joathsome crust,’ 100, im 
splend.d style; for Elion shall go to the Small Pox Hospital, and be ‘ crusted’ te 
pattern. ‘ 

“* No boasting likea fool, 
All this T'll do before my purpose cool.’ 
Evoe! evoe! lama subactham!" ‘This is, indeed, * honoring ” and “ reviving ¥ 
Shakspeare with a vengeance ! Baliriat, 








TOM HOOD’s APOLOGY 
FOR NOT MAKING AN Al TEMPT ON IIIS OWN LIFE. 

The late inimitable Charles Mathews, in one of his amusing entertainments, 
used 10 tell a story of a certain innkeeper, who inade it a rule of his house, te 
allow a candle to a guest, only ou condition of his ordering a pint of wine. 
Whereupon the guest contends, on the reciprocity system, for a light for every 
balf-bottle, and finally drinks himself into a general! illumination. 

Something of the above prineiple seems to have obtained in the case of a Por- 
trait and Memoir, which in literary practice have been usually dependent on each 
other,—and accordingly, no soover was my effigy about to be presented to the 
Public, than f found myself called upon by my Publisher, with a tintshed preof of 
ihe engr ving in one hand, and a request for an account of myself in the other, 
He evidently supposed, as a matter of course, that I had my autobiography in the 
bottle, and the tune was come to un-cork and pour it out with a Head. 

To be candid, no portrait ever stood more in need of such an accompaniment. 
The figure opposite has certainly the look of one of those practical jokes whereof 
the original 1s oftener suspected than really culpable-—For who, that calls him- 
self a suuanger, could ever suppose that such a pale, pensive, peaking, sentimental, 
souneteering countenance—with a wry mouth as if it always laughed on the wrong 
side—belonzed buna fide to the Editor of the Com:c—a Professor, of the Pan 
tagruclian Philosophy, hinted at in the preface to the present work 1—In like mam 
ner iny literary contemporaries who have cared to remark on my persouals, have 
agreed in ascribing to me a melancholy bias; thus an authority in the New 
Monthly Magazine das described me as * a grave anti-pun-like-looking person,” 
whilst another—in the Book of Gems—declares that ‘*my countenance is more 
yrave than merry,” and insists, therefore, that I am of a pensive habit, and * have 
never laughed heartily in company or in rhyme.”, Against such an inference, 
however, I solemnly protest, and if it be the fault of my features, I do not mind 
telling my face to its face that it insinuates a false-Hood, and grossly misrepre- 
sents a person notorious amongst frends for laughing at strange times and odd 
places, and in particular when he has the worst of the rubber. For it is no com- 
fort for the loss of points, by his theory, to be upon thorns. And truly what cam 
be more unphilosophical, than to sit ruefully as well as whistfully, with your face 
inconsistently playing at longs and your hands. at shorts, —getting hypped as well 
as pipped—“* talking of Hoyle,” as the city lady said, * but looking hke winegar,” 
and betraying as keen a sense of the profit and loss, as if the pack had turned you 
intoa pediar.—The portrait, then, is genuine—‘‘an ill-favored thing, Sir,” as 
Touchstone says, ** but mine own.” 

To confess the truth, my vanity pricked up its ears a little at the proposition of 
my publisher. ‘There is something vastly flattering in the .idea_ of appropriati 
the half or quarter of a century, mixing it up with your personal experience, a 
then serving it out as your own Life and Times. On casting a retrospective 
glance however across Memory’s waste, it appeared so literally a waste, that 
vauity herself shrunk from the enclosure act, as an unprofitable speculation. Had 
I foreseen indeed, some five-and-thirty years ago, that such a demand would be 
made upon me, I might have laid myself out on purpose, as Dr. Watts recom 
inends, so as “to give of every day some good account at last.” * * * But, 
alas! in the absence of such a Scottish second-sight, my whole course of exist- 
ence upto the present moment would hardly furnish materials for one of those 
‘bald biographies” that content the old-gentlemanly pages of Salvanus Urban. 
Iamb, on beng applied to for a Memoir of himself, made answer that it would ge 
into an epigram ; and [ really believe that [ could compress my own into that ba- 
her's dozen of lines called a sonnet. Montgomery, indeed, has forestalled the 
greater part of it, in his striking poem on the Common Lot,” but in prose, no- 
body could make any thing of it, except Mr. George Robins. * * * Thes 
iny birth was neither so humble that, like John Jones, I have been obliged amongst 
my lays to lay the cloth, and court the cook and the muses at the same time; nor 
yet so lofty, that with a certain lady of title, [ could not write without letting my- 
self down. Then, for education, though on the one hand I have not taken my 
degrees, with Blucher; yet on the other, I have nut been rusticated, at the Opea 
\ir School, like the Poet of Helpstone. As for incidents of importance, I re- 
memb-r none, except being drawn for a soldier, which was a hoax, and havi 
the opportunity of giving a casting vote ona great parochial question, only I didn’t 
ittend. T have never been even third in a duel, or crossed in Love. The stream 
of time has flowed on with me very like that of the New River, which overy 

nows has so little romance about it, that its Head has never troubled us with @ 
ale. My own story, then, to possess any interest, must be a fib. Truly given, 
with its egotism and its barrenness, it would look too like the chalked advertise- 
nents on a dead wall. Moreover, Pope has read a lesson to self-importance im 
he Memoirs of P.P., the Parish Clerk, who was only notable after all amongst 
lis neighbors as a swallower of loaches. * * * 

To conclude, my life—* upon my life,”—is not worth givin, or taking. The 
wrineiple just suffices for me to live upon ; and, of course, wonld afford very little 
nterest to any one else. Bes'des, T have a bad memory ; and a personal history 
vo ild assaredly be buta middling one, of which I have forgotten the beginning 
nd cannot foresee the end. [L must, therefore, respectfully decline giving my life 
othe world —at least tll T hove done with it—but to soften the refusal, I am wik 
ng. instead of a written character of myself, 10 set down all that T can recall of 
ther authors, and, accordin sly. the next number vill co rtain the first instalment of

The crew of The Disowned 
have apprised the stakeholder, Mr. Tuomas Crarke, that if he pays over the 
stakes to The Spark, proceedings will be instituted against him for their recovery, 
and thus the matter stands. 





CAPT. RILEYS IMPORTATION OF ARABIAN HORSES. 
New York, Sept. 6, 1838. 


To the Editor of the Spirit of the Times—Sir,—After my shipwreck in the 
brig Commerce upon the coast of Africa in 1815, and my slavery and sufferings 
upon the Great Desert, and my redemption by Wituiam Witusuire, Esq., at 
Swearah (Magadore), in the empire of Morocco, I had seen, in travelling through 
that region, a race of beautiful, strong, active, and hardy horses, which stood (as 
they are always made to do in those countries) in the open air, exposed to the sun 
and rains, and changes of the weather, fastened by their fore feet toa rope 10 or 
15 feet long, (which is pegged down at its two ends,) and living upon straw and 
a little barley, given once a day. On seeing their performances, I was convinced 
that those horses were more fleet, active, and enduring than any in our country. 
In the year 1832 I made, in the brig Wm. Tell, of New York, under my own 
command, a voyage to Swearah, and paid a visit of gratitude to my benefactor, 
Mr. Willshire, who is still there, enjoying the offices of British Vice Consul, and 
of Vice Consul also for the United States, and five of the principal states of Eu- 
rope, and a merchant of great respectability. From the year 1832 up to this time 
I have been carrying on a trade between this port and Swearah, more or less, new 
and not always profitable, With the view of improving our breed cf horses, my 
invaluable friend obtained at a great expense from the Emperor Mutey AspeR 
AHAMAN to export twe horses from his empire to the United States. Being no 
horseman myself, I obtained from Gen. Jackson, then at Washington, and Presi- 
dent of the United States, and from his Secretary, Maj. A. J. Dong.son, all the 
information they could give with regard to the form of horses, their breed, charac- 
ter, and blood, best calculated to improve our stock. 

With this information I returned to Swearah, and by the aid of my noble friend, 
succeeded in obtaining, at a great cost, from the Bashaw of the Province of Ab- 
dah a three year old colt. That colt is called in Arabic Mazyoube (Delight of the 
eye). He is a dark iron grey, with long flowing silver colored mane and tail; he 
stands full sixteen hands one inch high, has a noble, fine appearance, head, neck, 
and shoulder fault!ess, with very short back and strong loin, but with a drooping

j ramp, and is a natural trotter; his whole apeearance lion-like for strength and ac-

tion. This horse was shipped by Mr. Willshire at Swearah in Sept. 1835, on boara 
the Wm. Tell, and landed at New York in October, of the same year, in fine 
condition. 

By request of Maj. Dongtson, I sent him to Washington city, who then pro- 
posed sending him to his own farm in Tennessee, and to keep him for me 
year gratis, to have him trained for the turf, and tried in the Fall of 1936. His 
owners consented ; he was sent there, and trained by Mr. Pooxg, on Gen. Jack. 
son’s Course, near Nashville, and showed great strength and speed, but in a trial 
of two mile heats with four of the crack nags of Tennessee, on going round q 
sharp turn in the track, struck his left hind foot upon the sinew of his fore 
and split it, but yet came out ahead of the four competitors for one mile. [py an- 
nouncing to nae the fact of this accident, Maj. Donelson says,—* Your horse hag 
speed equal to our best horses,” but owing to that accident, thinks he may never 
be able to bear training so as to prove his bottom. 

James Watson Riey, my son, of St. Mary’s, Ohio, then went to Tennessee 
took an interest in Mazyoube, brought him to Georgetown, in Kentucky, where he 
stood for and covered mares in 1837, at the stables of S. W. Scrucas, Esq., and 
has got some very beautiful and very promising stock. Maj. Donelson has algo I 
presume, a colt or two from him. In 1838, the present year, he has stood = 3 
stallion in Dayton, Ohio, and covered more than 100 mares. His stock of 1837 
has established his character as a foal getter, and his colts bear strong marks of su. 
perior strength, speed, and beauty. His sire was a full blooded Arabian, his dam 
the best blooded barb of the Abdah breed. Their pedigree, very long and inte- 
resting, is translated from the Arabic. 

In the year 1836 Mr. Willshire procured, at a great expense, from Cp; Bex 
Asp-Auvau, Bashaw of Bled el Tedlah, lying south and east of the Atlas moun. 
tains, a three year old colt, of the best and purest Arabian blood, shipped him at 
Swearah in the brig America, Capt. Thomas Rebinson, who landed him in New 
York in Sept. 1836, since when he has been under my charge ; in order to accus. 
tom him to our climate, and render him more valuable as a stallion, he has covered 
a few mares this season, and is now offered for sale, in the hope that he may im. 
prove our breed of race horses.

Prospects of the Bear Shooting this Fall—Col. Thompson’s stable and his trainer—Effect 
ef the climate upon horses from the North—New race course at Van Buren—Fal] races 
and new Theatre at Little Rock—Col. Oliver and the Louisville Spring races 
and his new owner, Walker Thurston—Col. Bingaman’s Fanny Wright—Col. Hampton 
and his importations—Col. Crowell’s Lady Nashville and Bolivia—The Eclipse Saddie— 
Glencoe’s colts—the Medoc and Woodpecker stock, etc. 

BaTEsvitye, Arks., Aug. 7, 1838, 

My Dear P.—We have had a long spell of hot dry weather, which has blasted 
the most beautiful prospect for fine crops, and unless we soon get a rain, the Doc. 
tors’ harvest will set in. The Mast is abundant, and Bears are more plenty than 
ever were known. There will be all sorts of good hunting this Fall. 

I take pleasure in speaking of the fine condition of Col. THompson's horses ; 
for by doing so I pay a just tribute to Billy Alexander, under whose charge they 
are, and at the same time do away an erroneous impression relative to the climate. 
It is true that a horse raised north of the Potomac would in some degree be af- 
fected by the climate, but if raised south of it, I do not think the climate would 
injure him, though a change of water might. 

There has been a new course laid off at Van Buren, some 8 or 10 miles below 
Fort Smith. The Club is a spirited one, and we are to have fine purses and fine 
sport there. They commence on the 17th Oct., just one week before the Fort 
Smith races. 

The Little Rock races come off during the Session of the Legislature. You 
will have seen their dill of fare in the Arkansas papers before this reaches you. 
It is a sumptuous one, and reflects great credit on the good people of that city. 

By-the-bye they are going to have a theatre in full blast by the meeting of the 
Legislature. Mr. Porrer, the spirited manager of some of the Western theatres, 
has recently been to the Rock, and notwithstanding the hot weather, he succeeded 
in stirring them up with a long pole. Success to the undertaking. 

Our friend Oxiver is decidedly a very great man in his way, and the very beau- 
tiful compliments you have from time to time paid him, were well merited. The 
last Louisville races reflected much credit on his industry and liberality. Speak- 
ing of the Louisville races, there is one thing that is a mystery to me. How came 
all the horses to save their distance in the best 3 in 5 day, if the track is a mile, 
and the time accurately reported !—only think of it—1:48—1:48}—1:48. This 
is certainly too fast—or if not too fast, it beats shot out of a shot gun. Six such 
heely nags never were congregated together before.* 

Conflict was offered before his race to a citizen of Arkansas for a pitiful $1000. 
He didn’t bite, and that is the time he missed it. Col. Bixcaman’s Man-Friday 
that was, but Watker Tuursron that is, picked him up for a couple of thou- 
sands. By-the-bye this Walker is a rare chap—few have his judgment about 
horse flesh, and he uses his knowledge to great advantage.

I trust she may come out this Fall as 
fresh as a rose, for her liberal and spirited owner is a man after my own heart. 

I'see Col. Hampron is sti!l importing—he brings over the best—Delphine in 
foal to Plenipo. Now I would like to know what better than this is left over the 
big waters. The Colonel is the right sort of a man, and when he goes a catting 
he goes a catting. 

I regret the death of Lady Nashville’s colt by Bascombe. It would have made 
a clinker. The old lady was as game a little nag as ever made a track, and if ever 
she could reach a horse she was sure to beat him. Bolivia’s colt must be fine. 
She had great speed, and crossed with the winner of the Eclipse Saddle, she 
ought to do wonders. Their gallant owner deserves good luck. 

What of the Eclipse Saddle !—how is it challenged for, &c.? or does it remait 
for ever where it now is 't 

Glencoe’s colts are said to be as fine as silk, and his harem will be full of choice 
mares next season. 

The Woodpeckers and the Medocs are going it with a rush. It is so good and 
so good—first red head has it, then Medoc.

Tus Gooowoop Cur.—A very beautiful racing cup, which is to be run for at 
the Goodwood races next week, and is the gift of Lord Suffield, one of the Stew- 
ards, has just been finished by Messrs. Storr & Mortimer, of New Bond-street. 
It is an exact copy of the celebrated Adrian bewl, tastefully wrought in silver, 
and ornamented with four highly finished doves, placed upon the edge of the vase. 
The vase stands upon a plinth of lapis lazuli, and the effect of the whole is very 
simple and beautiful. ‘The workmanship is of the most exquisite description. We 
are glad to see that the spirit of reform, which so materially influences the great 
institutions of the country, has had its effects even upon racing cups. They are 
improving every year in design and variety, and the old-fashioned cups, till lately 
so universally prevalent, have been fairly placed in schedule A, without even the 
formality of parliamentary sanction. 


Gzorez Eowarps.—We have heard, from good authority, that George Ed- 
wards, the jockey, is about to be added to the racing establishment of the Duke 
of Orleans. The “ broth of a boy” is now in Paris settling the preliminaries. 
We heartily wish good luck to him. Sunday Times. 

Prospects or THE SHootine Sgason.—Notwithstanding the extraordinary se- 
verity of the last winter, which one might have thought sollbions wholly to exter- 
minate every species of the fere natura, there is every prospect of an abundance 
of game this season. The reports from the Monmouthshire hills are favorable, 
and preparations are being made upon an extensive scale for the destruction of the 
grouse ; that period of the year so animating to all true lovers of the sport being 
close at hand. As to partridges, the weather was peculiarly propitious during the 
season of incubation, and the coveys are remarkably numerous, both young and 
old being a¢ present very tame. A gentleman in walking along a public road lately, 
observed nv less than four coveys, each containing from sixteen to thirteen birds 
each. Leverets are also abundant. As the harvest will again be late this year, 
it is much to be wished that some such regulation as that adopted in France, by 
which tae commencement of partridge shooting would be fixed according to cir- 
cumstances, should be established in England. At present, if, as is often the 
ease, there should be much grain out in September, the sportsman aud the farmer, 
(90, are sadly inconvenienced, which annoyance might easily be avoided by fixing 
the beginning of the shooting season a week or two later. Sunday Times. 


Kure Suoorinc.—A match for fifty sovereigns a-side was shot on the 10th inst. 
in the neighborhood of London. ‘The number of shots were seven each, and the 
distance 180 yards from the target. ‘The parties were J. J. Bodkin, Esq., M P., 
and one of the most celebrated rifle shots in England. Large sums were staked 
on the result of the match, which, after victory had for some time appeared doubt- 
ful, was eventually won by Mr. Bodkin, in shooting of almost unprecedented 
excellence. 


On Thursday last the Acrotormentarian Society’s medal was shot for at Chalk 
Farm, but in consequence of the weather not being very propitious, the Club did 
not meet so numerously as was expected. Only four gentlemen contended for the 
vrize, which was won by Mr. Moore. He struck the target 20 times in 24 shots ; 
the first 12 shots at 250 yards, six from the shoulder and sixfrom the rest, Mr. M. 
lit the target 11 times. A second prize was awarded to Mr. Lancaster, who 
struck the target 13 times in 24 shots. 


The grand federal rifle meeting at St. Gall has passed over with great eclat, as 
we find by the Swiss papers. The total amount of the prizes was 65,000 f.; the 
superb fowling piece given by Prince Louis Napoleon, was gained by an inhabitant 
of the Canton of Glaris. Before separating, the members came to a resolution of 
giving themselves a system of organization, not interfering with the Cantonal and 
‘ederal military enrolments, by which they might be able to act as a corps, in case 
of any foreign invasion taking place in Switzerland. The meeting for next year 
will, it is believed, be held at Soleure. Bell’s Life. 


Piczon Suoorinc.—At the Red House Grounds, on Wednesday, Capt. Hem- 
mings and a well-known sporting gentleman shot for 20 sovereigns, with five 
\raps, 21 yards distance, the former shooting at 16 single shots, with one hand,

very few takers, he being an excellent shot. He, however, lost the match by a 
bird, he scoring twelve, and his adversary thirteen, the latter having killed six dou- 
ble shots.

A 30 yard match, for two sovs., three 
birds each, one trap, was shot by the same party. The Captain won, killing all. 
He then shot a match with Mr. Bang, six birds each, at 30 yards. They tied, but 

t. Bang was ultimately the loser. On Friday the same gentlemen shot a match 
on the same terms as the first, for £20, the Captain giving four dead birds out of 
Welve double shots. He won the match by two birds. "hey then shot another, 
Which he lost by two birds. ‘They afterwards shot at six double shots, the same 
distance, with the five traps, for £20. The Captain only killed four, losing by 
one bird. Bell’s Life. 

Pevesrri anism.—Edward Molloy, whose performance of one mile and a quar-

Off they started, Sovereigns managing his blue Rosinante admirably, 
when the black colt wantonly crossed the course, and upset the True Blue ; Sove- 
reigns flew in all directions, and made a wonderful impression on the sands, to the 
no small amusement of the company assembled. In consequence of the foul play 
of Myers, True Blue was declared the winner, and is open to run the trumpeter 
again for a thousand. 


Ascot Hratn Races.—We are happy to find that there is every prospect of a 
Grand Stand being completed by next year, on a plan as much like the one at 
Goodwood as possible. We hayé been favored with a copy of the prospectus, by 
which it is proposed to raise the sum’ of £10,000, in shares of £500 each, at 3 
per cent. interest, payable half yearly. The trustees to have the power, after pay- 
ment of the interest, to redeem one £500 bond annually, so that in twenty years 
the debt will be discharged, and the subsequent proceeds of the stand appropriated 
for the benefit of the races.

To the Editor of Bell’s Lafe in London—Sir,—As my worthy brother angler, 
Mr. Eustace, refuses to accept my challenge in the Derwent for what he calls 
‘small trout, or fry,’ and says any muff may fill a dish with that sort ; I can only 
say that he is very much mistaken ; for there are both very fine trout and grayling 
in the rivers Derwent and Wye, Derbyshire, only they want catching, and they are 
muffs that cannot take them. I query if he would not be one of them if he fished 
in the Derwent. He speaks of my whipping it till it trembles at my presence ; I 
fear he would tremble if he saw my style of casting the fly in any river. He men- 
tions Wales and Scotland, to take old trouts, pound weight and above ; they are 
not very easy to find that size there, for they run very small in Wales. I consider 
a person very short of experience that has never fished in the Derbyshire rivers. 
Mr. Eustace mentions eleven o’clock in the morning to commence angling: we 
take them early in the morning, before xi’ are properly awake, or whilst Mr. 
Eustace is sleeping the best time away. He must be fonder of writing or talk- 
ing, which are cheaper than fishing; so I shall take no further notice of his re- 
marks, and remain, &c. J. Turron.

‘The fun isin the 
bouncing Americanisms of the dialogue, and in the quiét manner, indescribable 
twang, shrewd, sly, and self waa expression of countenance of Mr. Hill.

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“®reath of calumny and deiraction, we feel every disposition fur disquisitive inquiry ; 
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~REVicW OF ‘THE DERBY AND OAKS FOR 1838. 


As the last number of our publication went to press on the eve of Epsom Races, 
our remarks on them, contained in it, were necessarily prospective ; we are now 
pleced in a different position, and are enibled to take a definite, and we trust, a 
satisfactory view of them, by the unqualitied retrospection which is thus presented 
for disquisitive contemplation. However, in speaking of Epsoin Races, our ob- 
servetions In this pluce will be confined to the Derby and the Oaks, as the conse- 
cutive detail of the events of the meeting will be found in another place, with no 
collateral circumstances attached to any of them (the Derby and the Oaks except- 
ed.) which require further elucidatory exemplification. 

Our readers are aware that we entertained a good opinion of Lord Jersey's 
Phoenix as a racer, because he won the Monday’s Riddlesworth (at Newmarket) 
very easily, but particularly on account of his superior animal conformation; we 
thought him likely to win the Derby, and expressed such opinion accordingly 

in a qualified nanner, however, as since the system has been introduced of sub- 
jocung the racer to the severity of training, and the desperate struggle of the 
course at so early a period of hile, the young animals, kept in a state of continual 
exci.ement, are always very liable to “fly to pieces,” in various ways, and to 
* break down”’ in particular. 

Grey Momus we regarded as an honest horse ; he ran successfully at the 
Goodwood Meeting of last year but was miserably beaten afierwards at Newmar- 
ket: we thouglit him equal to Jon, and the running of the two has proved this opl- 
nion to be periectly correct. When Grey Momus won the ‘l'wo Mhousand Gui- 
neas Stakes at Newmarket, and beat Bamboo in a match, he became the decided 
favorite for the Derby ; but we unhesitatingly dissented from the* notion, general 
though it inight be, which placed him on the pinnacle of dignity in the list of the 
odds, and stated our conviction that he could not win the Derby. The rate of 
Grey Momus’s powers of progressive motion had been distiuctly ascerta.ned, it was 
found that he could not runa mile in less that one minute and fifty seconds ; 
and therefore it was unreasonable to suppose that amongst the candidates for 
the Derby one could not be found whose rate of going was superior to that just 
mentioned. Grey Momus strained every nerve in his race for the Derby, and 
made a very poor figure—a bad third, beaten a considerable distance by lon, who 
ran second. 

Amato was a “dark” horse, and was kept very snugly in the dark throughout 
the wiuter, and indeed up to the moment of starting. He came into the betting 
list at an early perio las an outs der, with the very long odds of 1000 to 15 against 
bim, whch was booked several times the first afternoon he was announced as a 
subject of pecuniary speculation: those who took the odds on this occasion 
came froin Epsom, and we believe were merely agents in the usiness. We 
have no doubt the horse had been tried a few days previously, and was found to 
go well: he continued to * train on” throughout a very loag and a very unfavor- 
able winter, during which he was repeatedly tried, and as he continued to unprove, 
ou each occasion, those in the secret sent their agent to the Subscription Room, 
at Hyde Park Corner, and thus again and again accepted the very long odds al- 
ready mentioned. Amato continued at 1000 to 15 throughout the winter, with 
trifimg, if any, alteration, and was seldom mentioned except when those in the 
secret made a movement in his favor by accepting the odds, which were always 
very freely offered. Sir Gilbert Heathcote, owner of Amato (and who resides at 
Epsom), though a generous supporter of the turf, had not been remarkable for suc- 
cess, and !t might seem as if the great bulk of the professed betting-men thought 
jt extremely unlikely indeed, if not impossible, that anything to be dreaded could 
come from that quarter: we observed a very acute and well-practised professor 
(of the doctrine of chances) bet 1000 to 15 against this nay three times, and 
seemed quite sinug upon his bargain. A serious aggregate sum was won by those 
few who supported Amato, which did not include Sir G. Heathcote, if, at least, 
the report be correct that he never bets. 

A very short time before the race for the Derby, Amato rose to 40 to 1; and 
as some whisperings had crept out respecting his capabilities, he reached 30 to 1 
before etarting, aud probably would have ascended stijl higher. had it not been as- 
certained that the Scotts cons.dered Cobham their best horse for the Derby. 
Av starting, Amato stood in the betting as we have stated—Grey Momus the fa- 
yorile. 

When, alter some delay at starting, the nags got completely away (two except- 
ed, which were lett behind), Grey Momus was leading (for Chapple on Amato 
hesitated, doubtful of the start), at his best pace, his rider (J. Day) evidently in- 
tending to “run it from end to end.’ Amato went off at the top ol his rate, and 
as Chapple soon perceived that ‘his nag could overstride all his competitors, he 
forced the running up to ‘Tattenham Corner, where Grey Momus could no longer 
live the pace; Amato continued his rate of going, but certainly did not increase 
it, 80 that though from this point he appeared in advance, it aruse from the decline 
of his opponents; Chapple was now aware that he held the race in his hands, and 
came howe at his ease ;—we entertain not the least doubt he could have increased 
lis distance from Jon as he went in. Amato ran the race from end to end—he 
proved himself much superior to all his opponents. Rob neon, on Phoenix, ap- | 
peared satistied when he reached ‘Tat'enham Corner, that be had no chance, and 
therefore would net risk the doubtful legs of his nag down the lull. ; 

Tue Scorrs.—We have already observed that the Scotts cous.dered Cobham 
thew best horse for the Derby, but because he did not make a forward figure in 
the race, nsinuations, and, indeed, direct charges, have been made against John 
wué William Scoit, of having been actuated by the most sinister and basest mo- 
tives—unsupported, however, by a shadow of proof. Jobn Scott, the trainer, and 
his brother William, the jockey, are both men of good sense, and have always 
been remarkable for their tacitu:mity in regard to the inmates of their stable ; and, 
by thus keeping the r own secrets, they have more than once astonished the turf- 
ites by bringing a horse to the starting post, which has very unexpectedly carried 
off the prize; turther, John Scott has been remarkable for procuring a correct 
knowledge of the racing capabiliues of his opponerts, and also for placing his own 
mags wiin acute tact and judgment; William Scott, it is very well known, will 
only meunt such horses as he thinks proper, and of course is always anxious to 
appear on the winner; therefore, upon this occasion, when the opinion of the bro- 
thers respecting Cobham became known, aitended by the confirmatory coro lory 
of Will Scout being torde him, it was inconsiderately supposed by some that 
this nag must win; they therefore backed him accordingly, aud now complain of 
having been victim:zed. We have known the Scotts for a considerable number 

‘of years, and we never knew them to be guilty of a dishonest act. We regard 
them as men of unimpeachable integrity. John Scott is a man who attends to the 
business of the training stable with the most sedulous and the most unwearied 
attention; we never saw a person more anxiously watchful over his precarious 
charge, nor one that brought his nags out in finer condition. It has been stated 
that Mr. Coombe has removed Cobham from the hands of John Scott, and we can 
easily believe that this gentleman had estimated the powers of his ho se too high- 
ly, and siill more easily suppose that base insinuations have been poured into his 
too credulous ear. It appears that Will Scott, finding he had not the slightest 
chance of winning, with good sense, eased his horse, as did Robinson and many 
others. While we scora to allow our pages to be polluted by the pestiferous 
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and if it should prove hereafter that the Scotts have acted dishonestly. we shall 
not fail to inflict on them a very severe, but well deserved, reprehensive castiga- 
tion ; however, for this purpose something more tangible must be set before us 
than invidious and malignant, but utterly unsupported, insinuation. . 

We are heartily glad that the Derby of 1838 fell to the lot of Sir Gilbert 
Heathcote. 

The Oaks was carried off contrary to general expectation, or, in other words, 
by a filly little regarded by betting men. lord Chestertield’s Industry was trained 
by John Scott, and jockied by his brother Will: these men were well aware she 
was the best of their lot, and she proved better than her competitors. Here again 
an evident disposition has been manifested to reduce or degrade the merits of In- 
dustry, because she was trained by one Scott and ridden by the other, by the same 
parties who so industriously circulated the slander respecting Cobham ; and tf's 
have been invidiously employed for the purpose of originating duubt and direct 
suspicien. ‘The matter ef Pavis (who rode Calista) striking W. Scott with his 
whip, seems easy of solution when calmly and candidly considered. Industry 
hung to Calista (a circumstance common enough in racing) aud Pavis, who had 
made wp his mind to win, finding the prize likely to be taken out of his grasp so 
onexpectedly, in a moment of irritation, committed himself by using his whip in 
ibe manner already described. Will Scott acted wisely in not attempting to re- 
turn so ungracious a salute, as it prevented dispute, and that Scott rode fairly is 
admitted by those who saw the race, and were capable of forming an accurate 
opinion. 

‘Ve Tuesday following Epsom Races, the settling took place in the usual man- 
ner, and on the whole went off very well: a few visages might be observed more 
elongated than usual, and on one countenance which on such occasions Is gene- 
rally lighted up with the smile of exulting satisfaction, gloomy disappointment 
was observable, and was of course little calculated to console the irksome work- 
ings of the mental organs. If some minor accounts remained unliquidated, it 
was because the unfortunate parties had not the pecuniary resourc es requisite for 
their discharge. We are inclined to think some of the bigher members of the 
beuting circle, as well as some of the most acute and professed calculators. were 
severe josers. , The Loudon Sportsman tor July.

THE CIRCASSIAN HORSE. 

The Circassian horse, who is here called a“ Tshii,” is a prime favorite with 
hisowner. In elegance of make, beauty of figure, and suppleness of limb, he is 
in no ways inferior to the Arabian ; from his peculiar kind of training and the pe- 
culiar character of the country, I know no other of Sis kind who is a match for him 
in enduring fatigue and privations, or sure-footedness in traversing a precipitous 
line of territory. When the Circassian first breaks in his horse, he begins by 
throwing a halter round his neck, and draws it so tight that one should infer it was 
his intention to strangle him. In this state the animal is dragged round and round 
until he is almost exhaisted, or at least till his consage is supposed to be soffi- 
ciently cooled down; he is ridden and exercised for a short time, and in a few 
days becomes as docile and obedient to his master asa dog. It would not be 
easy to name any part of the world where the horse is better treated, nor can any 
one be more skilful in managing him than the Circassian. His secret seems to 
consist in treating kindly on all occasions ; no blow is ever given him, and the 
consequence is that he is always full of mettle and playfulness, and, to all seem- 
ing, more delighted to obey, than afraid uf disobeying his master. Part of bis 
acquirements 1s to swim, and attain adroitness in every little art which may assist 
his master in mountain warfare ; in fact, he ultimately becomes as keen and cun- 
ning, particularly in escaping pursuers, as if he had borrowed his master's wits. 
I have frequently seen a Circassian lay himse:f down at his owner's feet, and lic 
as still as if he had been shot dead, while the owner concealed himself behind 
him, or stand as motionless as a gun-rest, while his master laid his piece upon his 
head, took aim, and fired it off. It is incredible the complete perception which 
the horse here acquires of every word his master says to hin; and whatever our 
boasted civilization may have made us, we are wretchedly behind the simple- 
hearted Circassian in the science of treating a horse, as well as in securing his 
instant obedience by affectionate conduct towards him. No wonder that it should 
be a raré occurrence to meet with a vicious animal in Circassia. The horses, 
which are bred from their earliest age in a farm yard, are so gentle that the very 
children play with them, and as soon as they are fit for use, they allow a man to 
mount and ride them without scarcely the necessity for applying any violent means 
of breaking them. Frou p'ivate notes in the London Sportsman. 








Ventillating Hat for Shooting, with a Sliding Shutter. 

Take any light beaver or felt hat, and make, with a wadding punch, four, six, or 
eight holes in its circumference, and about half an inch from the top. You need 
not use a hammer; let your punch be sharp, and then if you support the felt in- 
side with the ends of the thumb and three fingers of your left hand, and hold the 
pinch firmly and pretty low down with the thumb and forefinger-knuckle of the 
right, twisting it backwards and forwards, and pressing steadily all the while, the 
hat will be speedily cut through.

Now for your shutter. Get an old hat of the same color, as large or larger in 
the crown, and out of its circu:nference cut a ring or hoop, an inch and quarter, or 
so, 'n width.

Mr. Greville, as a sporting character, is as justly entitled toa place in our gal. 
lery as he is, in his official capacity of Clerk of her Majesty's Privy Council, tg 
the place which he occupies in Sir David Wilkie’s painung of the Queen g fing 
Council, now exhibiting at the Royal Academy. hether Sir David Wilkie of 
our artist has succeeded best in the likeuess, we leave sucl: of our readers 
know Mr. Greville, and have seen Sir David's picture, to decide for thernselyeg 

Mr. Greville’s first appearance on the turf, as the owner of race horses, wa, 
we believe, in 1821; and su highly was his judgment in turf matters est 
even in what might be considered his trial years—Lehre-jahre, as the Germans 
say—that in 1822, his Royal Highness the Duke of York committed the map 
ment of his stud to his care on the retirement of Mr. Warwick Lake ; end f; 
1828 to the time of his lordship’s decease in November last, we believe that the 
late Earl of Egremont's stable was chiefly under his direction. Since the lime of 
his debut ull the present year, scarcely any yentleman’s name Occurs more frg, 
quently in the Racing Calendar, and there is no one whose caseer on the turf 
been more uniform ; he is not to be found in one year with a long string of horses, 
and in the next with only a single nag—plaving alternately “iocket and Stick .” 
but in every year occurs as the owner of a lot, respectable in voint of numbers e 
least, if not particularly distinguished as winners. In this respeet, however, Mp 
Greville has not much cause to complain. He has gained a tolerably fair propor 
tion of prizes; and did not the racy Mango win him the St. Leger last year, poy 
at Doncaster and Newmarket? 

Mr. Greville is descended from the noble family of Greville, Earls of Broke 
and Warwick, and isa near relation of the nobleman now in the enjoyment of 
those tiles. A report was prevalent a few months ago that Mr. Greville imended 
to retire from the turf, but we hope that it is unfounded. He is an excellent jx 
of racing, but is not so partial to the sport as he was a few years ago, Mr. Gre. 
ville 1s an honorable sportsman, an accomplished gentleman, and a good scholar,— 
rather bookish we believe ; and one of his reasons for paying less attention to the

CAN PISHES FEEL?t 

Fly-fishing is exempt from the principal drawbacks attendant on the other 
modes of angling. In the first place, the charge of cruelty cannot with any jus. 
tice attach to it. The fly-fisher tortures no insect, no reptile, no living animal, ig 
pursuing his recreation. He uses artificial baits; and even the charge, that the 
fish he kills 1s put to unnecessary torture, cannot be thoroughly substantiated. 
Sir Humphrey Davy, a great avthority on any point that relates to the niza- 
tion of fishes says, and we entirely agree with him, that ** it cannot be doubted 
but that the nervous system of fish and cold blooded animals in general, is less 
sensitive than that of warm blooded. animals. ‘The hook usually is fixed in the 
cartillagious part of the mouth where there are no nerves; and a proof that the 
sufferings of a hooked fish cannot be great, is found in the circumstance that 
though a trout has been hooked and played for some minutes, he will often, after 
his escape with the artificial fly in his mouth, take the natural fly, and feed as if 
nothing had happened ; having epparently learnt only from the experiment that the 
artificial fly is wot the proper kind of food. And I have caught pikes with foor or 
five hooks in their mouths, and tackle which they had broken only a few minutes 
before ; and the hooks seem to have no other effect than that of serving as a sort 
of sauce yrquante, urging them to seize ano:hei ng! of the same kmd.” No. 
thing can be said to beat down this argument, basedas it is on absolute fact, un- 
less, indeed, some one have recourse to a subterfuge of this nature, that he admits 
the facts recoided, but that they do not prove the non-suflering of the hooked fish, 
since the cravings of appetite may be so great as to overpower the acuteness of 
external pain. We can ourselves, by the statement of a fact that occurred tous 
last summer, destroy completely the above supposition. 

We were fishing on an afternoon, at the Wier, a little to the eouth of Sawley 
bridge, on the ‘Trent, and lost, in consequence of a flaw in an old gut casting-line, 
the whole of it, with the exception of a link or so. We lost our three flies, and 
all by a sinall chut, of less than a pound weight. From the way the fish were ris- 
ing, sluggishly and slowly, we were certain that the pangs of appetite bad little to 
do with their monnting towards our flies, and having gone to ane:ber part of the 
river, and returned in about half an hour to where we lost the line, we hooked 
and killed with a red taekle—the sort of fly it hed taken before—the identical chub 
that had so short a time previously snapped our gut, having the red hackle tail-fly 
stuck right through the under-jaw, and the other flies and line entangled loosely 
round his body.
